Of this am ount $50.000,000 is to 
come from reductions of duties, chiefly on 
manufactures, and $12,000,000 from adding 
wool, salt, lumb er, coal, etc., to the free list. 
The b ill aims a t a very ex tensive revision of 
present methods 
of adm inistering the tariff 
law and at remedying inconsistencies and in­ 
equality s in the law, as well as a general re­ 
duction of the rate of tariff tax es. It proposes 
the sub siitution of speci fief or ad valorem rates, 
where the lat ter ars dif icult of enforcement. 
In the chemical, tarthen, and glassware 
schedules numerous reductions are proposed.

crazy . 
He circulated stories detrimental to 
his wife’s character, and he supposed she was 
going to get a div orce from him. 
While the family were at breakfast Mon­ 
day he learned that his wife and her daugh­ 
ter were goin g to Troy . 
“ Now is my time,” 
he said, and he drew a rev olv er and shot 
Miss Bulkley . 
She fell dead. 
Then he shot 
Mr& Stone, and she ra i from the house. 
He 
followed her to the door and fired auother 
shot, and she fell dead in the snow. 
Mrs. 
Ellis, a sistir of Mrs. Stone, escaped from 
the room, a shot aimed at her failing to hit 
the mark. Crandell the 1 put two shots into his 
wife’s body near the groin, but she wa3 aliv e 
Monday ev ening. 
Ho then went into the 
cupola of the house and fired two bullots 
into his own breast, killing himself. 
During the firing he stopped to reload the 
rev olv er. 
It was an old-fashioned weapon, 
and carried a ball weighing nearly two 
ounces. 
Mrs. Crandell is conscious, and has 
made a statement 
substantially as 
here 
giv en. 
The murderer was 5D y ears old. 
He was a 
widower wheu he married Mrs. Bulkley . 
The latter was 37 and the mother was 62. 
Crandell spent one fortune that he inherited 
before he marrietl Mrs. Bulkley . 
When he 
abused his wife of late the and her mother 
called him a pauper. 
He retorted in v ile lan­ 
guage. 
But few people in Troy respected 
him. 
One prominent Presby terian minister 
refused to marry the couple after the di­ 
v orce. C. E. Bulkley , former husband of Mrs. 
Crandell is now a v ery prosperous business 
man in New York. 
Crandoll’s mother Is an inmate of the alms­ 
house in this city . 
Crandell refused to do 
any thing for her relief.
